MACKAYE’S SPECTATORIUM. 


One of Great the Permanent Attrac- 
tions of the West. 


An Alliance Effected Between Nature 
and Art—The New Order of En- 
tertainment as Described 

4 by the Author, 


March 19.—[By thé Associ- 
ated Press.] Members of the press 


Spectatorium devised by Steele Mack- 
aye,.and which will be one+gf the great 
permanent attractions ofthe West. Its 
description is best told in the words of 
the author, who, in speaking of the ob- 
jects of the Spectatorium, said: ‘‘Thd 
object is to make an alliance between 
nature and art such as has never before 
peen*efferted,.anad..to -utilize this alli- 
ance for the most impressive illustrations 
of the grandest stories of human strug- 
gles and achievements in history. The 
Spectatorium wasinvented for the pur- 
pose of producing «@mehtirely new or- 
der of entertainment to which has been 
given the name of ‘spectaterio,’ 
which is a combination of spectacu- 
lar and oratorio. There are three 
species of music employed. The first, 
symphonic, which follows all cosmic 
changed scenes and all dramatic action 
of the story. The second is incidental 
music, which illustrates with instru- 
ments of time music of various ages. 
The third is choral.music, which is an 
adaptation of the oldidea of the Greek 
chorus, as, for instance, during the voy- 
age of Columbus, when the great navi- 
gator encountered meteors, storms, 
hope and fear. Voices of an invisible 
chorus will celebrate the different 
emotions. During the storm a de- 
moniac chorus sings thesong of super- 
stitious terror to the sailors, as it dies 
away a divine chorusis heard singing 
most inspiring songs of hope and faith.” 
The Spectatorium occupies a space of 
about six hundred feet square and is 
270 feet high. There will be twenty- 
two stages, all of which will be fur- 
nished with scenery of an entirely new 
order. The frame of each stage pic- 
ture will be 150 feet across, 70 feet 
high and 400 feet deep. It requires 
over: six miles of railroad track for the 
stages tomove upon and a change of 
scene is effected in forty seconds. 
There is an entirely new system of 
lighting, the aim being to arrive at as 
close a reproduction of the light effects 
of nature as possible. There is also 
cyclonic machinery and current and 
wave makers. The undertaking has 
been capitalized at $2,000,000, the 
whole of which is held by 100 people.

That only those teachers will be retained 
in the Los" Angeles city schools who are 
qualified to teach, and who do teach suc- 
cessfully all the studies required,in the 
grades in which they are employed, by the 
laws of this State and the rules and reg- 
ulations of this board. 

And these rules, they say, apply to 
all the teachers. And the laws of the

Poor Laws. 
As the world advances in enlighten- 
ment it is coming to consider more 


| thoughtfully and intelligently the causes 


which are productive of destitution and 
suffering among certain classes in soci- 
ety, and to find, if possible, some cor 
rective method by which the increase 
of poverty may be lessened and the 
needs ‘of the helpless be provided for, 
without those who are thus aided being 
regarded as having the stigma of pau- 
perism resting against them. 

In a recent article, entitled ‘Our 
Poor Law on [First Principles,’? which 
was published in the Newberry House 


Magazine, the writer, J. R. Crawford, 
strenuously urges the adoption by 


England of a system corresponding to 


that of the Austrian system, which is 
proving so satisfactory in the results 
which have followed its adoption. This 
great problem, which every- 
confronting’ the of 
how best to deal with the poor 
to. be found in every commun- 
ity, and what is the best method of 
legislation on their behalf, is a problem 
which wise and thoughtful philanthro- 


_pists realize can no longer be ignored. 


In the well-considered articie by Mr. 
Crawford to which we have alluded, he 
gives the following account of the Aus- 
trian system: ‘The principle,’’ he 
says—‘‘and we are chiefly concerned 
with principles—upon which the Vien- 


nese act in their dealing with the poor, | 


is the very opposite of that which we 
have adopted. As the starting point, a 
very decided difference is made be- 
tween the treatment of men reduced to 
want through no fault of their own and 
that of men whose poverty is the direct 


outcome of their own lazy or _ ex- 
travagant habits. The former are 
fellow-citizens to ove helped; the 


latter almost criminals to be punished. 
Supposing a man to be suddenly reduced 
to destitution,-he is provided with board 
and lodging in the casual ward; a very 
different place, this, to that which 
bears the same name among us. 
There he is informed where best he can 
procure work, and if (for he iscarefully 
watched) he shows himself in earnest 
in seeking employment, -his board and 
lodging are continued until he finds it. 
No disgrace or reflection whatever is 
attached to a visit to the casual ward, 
or even to the workhouse. Itis an un- 
fortunate and inconvenient little epi- 
sode, and that is all. And then the 
workhouse itself is altogether tree 
from that touch of jail-like monotony 
Which renders life in an English 
union so depressing. This is the 
the industrious are _ treated. 
The .hoplessly lazy and utterly cor- 
rupt are sent to the Zwangarbeit 
Haus, a very different place, with 
very different discipline. The chief 
contrast, however, between the  Aus- 
trian and English systems is in the 
treatment of old men and women and 
of children. Where we deal to all of 
these alike a somewhat similar law, in 


Austria the nicest discrimination is ex- | 


ercised. But further, admirable as 
are the arrangements made for the 
temporarily destitute, as also for the 
young, the sick and the infirm, it is 
above all by the system it pursues with 
regard tothe aged poor that Austria 
has gained its reputation for wise 
humanitarianism. ‘After 70, or, if 
feeble, at an earlier age, the Austrian 
poor are freed from work, and can 
claim, asa right, admittance into the 
municipal almshouses, where they en- 
joy the fullest liberty, — with 
the comforts of a home.’’ 

The above quotation affords a skele- 
ton outline of the philanthropic system 
adopted by Austria, and we quote it to 
show ‘‘how a poor law can be based 
on the truest principles; how, in fact, 
whilst it relieves distress, it, avoids 
pauperizing the people, and whilst it 
cultivates individual and national vir- 
tues it tends to check their correspond- 
ing vices.’’ | 

But the noblest feature of this poor 
law of Austria is the way in which it 
deals with the children of the poor, and 
the wise provision it makes to prevent 
the perpetuation of the poverty. which 
has enchained the parents. The way 
to success is made as easy for the chil- 
dren of poverty as for the children of 
the better classes. We find it stated 
that ‘‘no child is there, in any circum- 
stances, sent to a workhouse. If it 
have neither parents, nor other rela- 
tives who can provide for it, 


the care of a Waisenmutter if it bea girl, 
or a Waisenvater if a boy. Con- 
siderable trouble is taken to prevent 
any stigma being attached to these chil- 
dren on account of their destitute con- 
dition. They are neither called pau- 
pers, nor are they regarded in the light 
of paupers. Many of them attend the 
national schools, where they mix with 
their companions upon terms of the 
most perfect equality. In these schools 
they are supplied with books free of 
charge; special scholarships are offered 
for their competition, and any child 
which shows signs of unusual talent is 
given the opportunity of cultivating it. 
The university, even, is in full sym- 
pathy with public opinion upon this 
point, and in its statute book there 
stands a decree admitting the sons of 
pauper parents to all lectures and ex- 
aminations without the paymént of any 
fees. Scholarships and lectures are, 


‘ however, only for the very special cases, 


for the city has no intention of train- 
ing students; what it aims at, rather, 
is making its protegés sober, industrious 
working men and women. The boys 
are carefully taught some handicraft, 
while the girls are prepared for domes- 
tic service, laundry work, or any suit- 
able calling for which they may man- 
ifest an aptitude.”’ 

In the midst of such environment as 
this, and with the paths to success so 
smoothed for them, the children of the 
poor ought certainly to look forward as 
hopefully as the children of the more 
favored classes. And, begin right, 
make the children what they should be, 


give them the advantages they need, 
and take from them the reproach of 


poverty, and we have done much to 
make certain their future as men and 
women.’ Properly trained and with 
the inducements for effort keep before 
them, the majority of them will seek to 
avoid the mistakes of their parents 
which led to such disastrous results. |

Temperature. —Mean or normal tem- 
perature, 60°; the .warmest. Aprils 
were those of 1885 and 1888, with an 
average of 62°; the coldest April was 
that of 1880, with an average of 56°; 
the highest temperature during any 

April was 99°, on the F8th, 1888; the 
lowest temperature during any ‘April 
was 59°, on the 14th, 1883. 

Precipitation, rain. +Average for the 
month, 1.71 inches; ‘average number 
of days with .01 of’an inch or more, 6; 
the greatest monthly precipitation was 
5.06 inches in 1880; the least monthly 
precipitation was.12 inches in 1888; 
the greatest amount of precipitation 
recorded in any twenty-four consecu- 
tive hours was 2.20 inches on a 9- 
and 10, 1884. 

Clouds and weather. —Average 
ber of cloudless days, 11; average num- 
ber of partly cloudy days, 12; average 
number of cloudy days, 7. 

Wind.—The prevailing winds have 
been from the west; the'highest veloc-

THE LEGISLATURE. 


The Results of Twelve Weeks’ 
Work. 


Over Sixteen Hundred. Bills Intro- 
duced During the Session. 


Almost Evenly Divided Between the 
2 Senate and Assembly.

There were 1642 bills introduced at 
the last session of the Jegisiature at 
Sacramento, of which 856 originated 
in the Assembly, and the others in the 
Senate. There were also 831 concur- 
rent reselutions, 52 
and 54 constitutional amendments. 
Although the session lasted seventy-two 
days, the legislators found it impossi- 
ble to handle all the measures, and a 
large number of them died on the files 
or were buried in committee.

BASEBALL. 


California League Schedule for 
the Season of ’93. 


Los Angeles Very Fairly Treated by 


the Magnates. 


Opening and Closing Series, With 
of the Holidays. 


The Angels Working Hard to Get in 
Proper Trim—The Daily Routine 
of Practice at San 
Diego, 


The schedule of the California league 
for the season of 1893, which opens 
simultaneously in this city and San 
Francisco on Saturday next, has at last 
been adopted, in spite of the obstruction- 
ism of Col. Robinson, the Athenian 
magnate. The season extends over a 
period of seven and one-half months, 
two weeks less than that of last year, 
during which period the Los Angeles, 
San Francisco and Oakland teams will 
each play 159 games, as against 178 
last year, each series in these cities 
consisting of five games. The Stockton 
team will only play 149 games, how- 
ever, as but four games constitute a 
series inthe newly admitted city, ex- 
cept in one instance, when the Angels 
play one series of five games there in 
the latter part of May. 

By this arrangement the Los Angeles, 
Oakland and San Francisco teams will 
play fifty-five games with and against 
each other, while Stockton will play 
fifty with the Oaklands and ’Friscos 
and forty-nine with the Angels. 

In the matter of holiday dates the 
schedule has been so arranged as to af- 
ford the most ball to the greatest num- 
ber of people. On Decoration Day San 
Francisco will play against. Oakiand in 
San Francisco, Los Angeles playing at 
Stockton. On July 4 San Francisco 


also plays Oakland here, while the 


Stockton team will discharge their fire- 
works at Los Angeles. The same ar- 
rangement holds good for Admission 
Day. 

This season’s schedule does not ex- 
tend to Thanksgiving Day, as formerly, 
but closes on November 5.

Assemblyman Simpson Talks Capital 
and Other Legislative Topics.. 


The 8 of V. State Encampment Comes 
Here‘ Today—A Fature for Mt. 
7 Cox—Personal Notes and 
Brevities. 


The TIMES reporter had an interesting 
talk yesterday with Capt. C. M. Simpson, 


the Assemblyman from this district, who 


reached home on Saturday, from Sacra- 
mento. 

On the matter of the proposed removal 
of the State capital, Capt. Simpson had no 
hesitancy in expressing his decided choice 
fer-San' José. warming up to the subject, 
he said: ‘‘The much-talked about, article 
in.the Bee only precipitated matters. The 
subject had been quietly discussed for 
weeks previous. It was evident from the 
start that there was an overwhelming sén- 
timent in the House in favor of a change, 
and had the Bee article never appeared, 
action would simply have been delayed un- 
til the closing night of the session, a 

e 
miserable climate and moral degradation 
of Sacramento, and the almost total lack 
of push and progress there manifested, to 
say nothing of the ultra seclusiveness of 
its citizens from a social standpoint, were 
the prime factors that brought about the 
result. And now that the question has 
gone to the people of the State for settle- 
ment, there is no doubt whatever but that 
San José will be chosen by a large ma- 
jority.”’ 

Capt. Simpson speak advisedly, as he 
made careful inquiry as to the sentiments 
of the people throughout the northern sec. 
tion of the State prior to his departure for 
home. He is, further, of the opinion that 
the proposed change willin no way prove 
a stumbling-block in the way of State di- 
vision, but will rather hasten such a result. 
* Mr. Simpson also speaks in no uncertain 
way in favor of extending the time of the 
legislative session.. ‘‘In Kansas, where I 
formerly resided, and where the public in- 
terests are much the same all over the 
State, sixty days is ample time for the en- 
actment of all needed legislation. In Cali- 
fornia it is different. The’ State comprises 
such a vast amount of territory, and the 
interests are so widely at variance, that it 
is impossible to give proper consideration 
to many of the important measures that 
have to be acted upon. The mining inter- 
ests andthe horticultural and agricultural 
interests have little in common, which, to- 
gether with the interests peculiar to San 
Francisco, and the great amount of work 
which accompanies the rapid influx of pop- 
ulation and the building up of such an 
amount of territory, make it wholly im- 
possible for the legislators to do all that is 
demanded of them in so short a period. I 
have been active in publit affairs during 
the past. twenty years, and I never in my 
life worked so hard as I have during the 
last two months at Sacramento,”’

An Eloquent and Powerful Sermon 
by Rev. E. R. Watson. 


Delegates to the Sunday-school Conven- | 


tion to Arrive Today—Dissatisfac- 
tion Over the Anaheim Beet- 
sugar Factory. 


SANTA ANA. 

‘Rev. E. R. Watson of the Unity Society 
preached yesterday morning on the theme, 
‘‘Is- There aHell?’? Thechurch was crowded 
and the discourse was one of the most elo- 
quent efforts ever heard from a pulpit in 
this city. The speaker, after reviewing 
the growth of religious thought, and point- 
ing out the fact that the literal hell of 
years gone by had long been repudiated by 
Christian people, concluded as follows: 

‘‘Lastly, man’s relation to God as a child, 
who, in the most abandoned conditions, 
may yet be touched by love, forbids our 
teaching the existence of an actual place 
of eternal torment instituted by the Heav- 
enly Father himself, to which the vast ma- 
jority of the race must be consigned at the 
close of this brief and unfair season of pro- 
bation. By a fair estimate probably less 
than one-thirtieth of the human race today 
could be counted as worthy of church mem- 
bership, and the probability is that men 
will become still more liberal in the ‘‘new 
age.’ Yet God keeps on creating, keeps on 
perfecting human reason on the one hand, 
andonthe other keeps up the flames of 
everlasting torment. One or the other 
should cease.”’

A NEW INDUSTRY. 


A Rolling Mill to Be Added to Los 
Angeles Manufactories. 


It Will Cost $150,000 and Employ a Large 
Number of Workmen—A SBoard 
} of Directors Has Been 
Elected,

A rolling mill is about to be located 
in Los Angeles which will be an impor- 
tant adjunct to her manufacturing in- 
terests and will furnish. employment to 
a large number of employés. Mr. 
Chamberlain, an Eastern gentleman, 
who came here at the solicitation of A. 
S. Robbins of this city, has been en- 
gaged for three months in examining 


prise and, after careful investigation, is 
much pleased with the outlook. He 
says: ‘In my twenty-five years’ ex- 
perience in locating and operating iron 
works Ihave found but few, if any 
places, that promise better returns on 
the outlay for a moderate-sized rolling 
mill. The size of millthat I have ad- 
vised to build is one that will make 
from ten thousand to twelve thousand 
tons of iron annually when run toits 
fullcapacity. Should the demand be 
increased asI anticipate, it will ina 
very few years develop into a large in- 
dustry, which, in my opinion, will add 
greatly tothe prosperity of Southern 


manufactories and start the industrial 
wheels to rolling in the right direc- 
tion.”’ 

In reply to the question as to the 
probable cost of the mill, the class of 
iron to be made and the number of em- 
ployés, Mr. Chamberlain replied: 

‘‘The estimated cost of such a rolling 
mill isin the neighborhood of $150,- 
000, and it will be designed to make 
all kinds of light plate and sheet-iron 
from a quarter-inch thick down to the 
thinnest stove-pipe iron, and all kinds 
of barironand angle iron except the 
very: large sizes, also small T-rail. 
When the mill runs-to its full capaclty 
it will employ from seventy-five to one 


hundred men, and it will be_ so 
arranged that, if the market de- 
mands, additional machinery can 
be easily. added. I find there 


is brought into Southern California 
yearly a much larger amount of iron 
than this mill can make and the demand 
The material 
used in the manufacture of this iron 
will be old iron rails, wrought iron 
scrap and asoft or low carbon steel 
and, to some extent, old steel rails 
which we expect to get largely from 
territory tributary to Los Angeles. In 
regard to competition? Well, for mer- 
chant iron competition will come from 
San Francisco and the Eastern States; 
for sheet iron, entirely from the East, 
as there are no sheet iron mills on the 
Pacific Coast, consequently there will 
be a largesfield in which to sell -this 
part of the mill products. The high 
price of coal will affect the industry to 
some extent, but crude petroleum is 
now being extensively used in the East 
with great success and economy. 
in heating iron in heating furnaces and 
under boilers. This is being done 
where coal can be bought for from 75 
cents to $1.30 per ton and oil at 65 to 
75 cents per barrel. We shall use oil 
in our heating furnaces and probably 
for generating steam.”’ 

The company has been started under 
the name of the Los Angeles Iron and 
Steel Company,. with a capital of 


directors has been elected: F.«N. 
Myers, A. S. Robbins, J. H. Harris, 
Damerall and C. D. Pillsbury, who have 
organized by electing F. N. Myers pres- 
ident and treasurer: A. S. Robbins, vice- 
president; W. B. Smith, secretary. Sev- 
enty thousand dollars has been sub- 
scribed, and the balance of $80,000 will 
probably be placed in the next fifteen 
days. The mill will probably be in 
operation by October 1, and the an- 
nual payroll will, if the-mill is run on 
fulltime, be over $50,000, and the 
value of the manufactured iron will be 
about $500,000. 

Mr. Myers, president of the Security 
Savings Bank, and also president and 
treasurer of the new company, ex- 
presses the same confidence in the suc- 
cess of the enterprise as does Mr. 
Chamberlain, whom he says comes 
highly recommended asa builder and 
manager of iron works. The company 
has located its office a the Burdick 
Block.
